Officials ponder FSU's place in an age of budget woes

UniviTHily IVesident Dale Lick said 
thougb FSU was getting "a reasonable 
•hare* of muncy fur renovating and building 
OA wmpus, the o^m^md Inm^^ had been 
cut 2 5 percent.

$1.5 million 

"In some sense, we lost ground," L4ck 
said. *We've been losing ground since 



around 1989." 

As a result of legislative control of the 
university pucketbook, faculty numbers 
are only now getting their first raise in 
three years, but it's only 3 percent— a 
fiffure Lick termed "piddly." 

"We re very pleased there was a raise, 
we re just disappointed it was so tiny," 
Lick said. 

The grumbling of {N^eMKNPa forwd to 
deal with larger claMrooms and smaller 
operating budgets ba^ reached the ears erf 
administrators. 

"Morale, among the faculty and stuff 
h«ra, is the wwrt Ne ever iMn, and Vy 
been hera 33 years," Dean <rf ^ Faralte 
Ste^ Edwards said. 

"Our faculty are ve?^ dedicat» d They 
take on extra burdens. Hut they ve been 
doing that for ao long, they've gottan 
dismttfi^^.* Bdwarda ad<M. 

President Lick says he understands and 
wuuld like to see a 10 percent raise for 
faculty for the 1994-95 fiscal year. IJdk's 
goal ht to get fa^ty salaries into the top 
M fmtmA for ^t^v^-^ed idioeto in the 

country 

"l think the way the state ha.n furn d u.h 
to treat <»ur faculty the last two to three 
years bus been very unfair," Lick said.

The basic structure of FAMU's student govMnnmit is very similar 
to that of the federal government. It's comprised of an executive 
braiurh, a legislative branch and a judicial branch, where memherH 
hmr t^xdmt diaei^inary »aaa and rule on other judicial i^^ues. 
Currantly, tha top poaition in the judicial branch m vacant, but an 
appointment should come in the fall. 

Legislative meetings are held every Monday in the sen at.- ih ambers, 
room 205 of the Student Union Haza. Tliey're open to thf public, but 
the first official senate meeting had not been set as of June 18. 

It'a ia tha amall cmSmm ti tha Mnato chambers that soma of t^ 
mmm Uxagrm avrato taka place. But you have to come and see it for 
yMivaelf. 

Generally speaking, FAMU's student goverment usually runs like 
a well-oiled machii^. The government as a whole tends to get its bills 
and budgato pasMd with UtUa or no trouble. However, like all 
pdtti^ groups er fovarMMito. thia itudant gonatmaa nt sot 
htmk aparad ^ntroversy. 

Currently, the newly created Rattler Party is the only political 
party in existence Nevertheless, there have always been factional 
ptmiM who side with each other and display, rather blatantly, their 
diffmaeaa whan ai^uuig iMuaa. 

Mny to tiia atad^ popuUrtleo hm bsooma AsUu^mad vyail 
with studstit government, mostly because of the politicking. This is 
a big rearon why laat yaw'a prwid>nt, Radtonek ^avaU* was voted 
mt last spring.
